The fining of Western mail contractors 
for throwing off or permitting their car- 
riers to throw off the mails to make room 
for passengers is right. But Western con- 
tractors are not the only offenders, and we 
doubt whether they are the greatest ones. 
Years ago, w traveling by mail coaches 
and wagons, instead of railroad-cars was 
common, we were often amazed in all the 
sections that we passed through to see the 
recklessness and apparent contempt with 
which the drivers of the mail vehicles, to 
make a few dollars for their employers or 
tor themselves, tossed off the mail bags 
for the accommodation of passengers. We 
remember te have seen huge piles of bags, 
which, we were told, had been accumulat- 
ing for months. We presume that the same 
abuse still exists, and probably in an aggra- 
vated degree, upon the country mail routes, 
for, unfortunately, official morals have not 
improved. The evil complained of ex- 
plains, no doubt, to a considerable extent, 
the shameful postal irregularities that so 
constantly annoy newspaper proprietors 
and their subseribers. We have, first and 
last, published hundreds of letters specify- 
ing instances of the outrage in question, but 
we have reason to believe that punish- 
ment or even investigation has been rare 
if not almost unknown. We pray that, in 
every case, the penalty shall be certain and
